ed. Twenty-seven women and 28 children were among 
those killed, and 42 women and 19 children were among 
the injured.

ropean war zone in their present state there is anexcellent 
editorial in the current issue of the Saturday Evening 
Post. It is hard for us to understand the magnitude ot 
the battle line in France and we think there is very little 
action. This is true to ,a certain extent. There really has, 
been no battles fought for six or eight-months but both 
sides tenaciously hold their lines waiting and hoping for 
a Chance tof forge through the Mes arid make a swee;Mng 
advance. 'There is continuous skinnishing and both sides 
are making a great effort to conserve their forces for the 
big decisive battle that must some day be fought. Men' 
are not being wasted and :sac'riftc<J'd as they were in tht 
earlier days of the war arid both sides, for the present at 
least, are satisfied to maintain their positions ahd-c'on- 
serve their energy until the time wheh;fdi-tune, invention 
or some other agency gives them the opportunity to strike 
in another last effort to vanquish the foe. 


DURATION OF WAR 


There is a great deal of speculation on the duration oi 


the war with Germany'and while any estimate is purely 
conjecture and guess work at the'same time it is impor- 
tant that we come to a realization of the task that is be- 
fore us'and set our houses in order for :'wifat all agree will 
be a long struggle. A recital of the duration of f brm'ei 
wars in which our nation has been engaged may help.to 
a. certain'extent to help us judge what will be required oi 
us and the table appended is offered for the sake of any 
value it may have. Mr. Hoover, who is quite conversant 
with the entire situation, -says the war will continue for 
from two to five years arid the concensus of opinion places 
it at three years. The one g^im certainty is that it'will 
not end during this year and there is every possibility oi 
it going through another year. Assumirig that we art 
in for a three year conflict it naturally follows that con- 
ditions of living, working and industry must change grad- 
ually to meet wartime emergencies and through it all 
there looms one safe place for investment asidfe from ihe 
present stocks and bonds that are solid, and that is the 
Liberty Loan to the Government of the United States. Re- 
gardless of jths length of the war the Liberty Loan will be 
safe and sound.

A recital of the duration of f brm'ei 
wars in which our nation has been engaged may help.to 
a. certain'extent to help us judge what will be required oi 
us and the table appended is offered for the sake of any 
value it may have. Mr. Hoover, who is quite conversant 
with the entire situation, -says the war will continue for 
from two to five years arid the concensus of opinion places 
it at three years. The one g^im certainty is that it'will 
not end during this year and there is every possibility oi 
it going through another year. Assumirig that we art 
in for a three year conflict it naturally follows that con- 
ditions of living, working and industry must change grad- 
ually to meet wartime emergencies and through it all 
there looms one safe place for investment asidfe from ihe 
present stocks and bonds that are solid, and that is the 
Liberty Loan to the Government of the United States. Re- 
gardless of jths length of the war the Liberty Loan will be 
safe and sound. No better place to invest during war 
time than in your government which will be protected by 
the one hundred million citizens.
